Nntir.fi of Non-Responsive/Non- Comoliant Amendment 
1 . The reply filed on January 23, 2004 is not fully responsive to the prior Office 
Action (and non-compliant with new amendment rules under 37 CFR 1 .,121) because of 
the following omission(s) or matter(s): 

First, the amendment is non-compliant as (1) it deletes wording from claim 1 
without providing the required strikethrough text - note that "so that the metathesizable 
material" in step (c) was present in the previous claim but is not present in the current 
claim but no strikethrough was used; (2) although the expressed intent is that claims 45- 
48 be withdrawn, they are given the status identifier "currently amended" rather than 
"withdrawn" (it being noted that it is permissible to amend claims that have the status 
identifier "withdrawn"); and (3) the status identifier for claims 50-94, 96 and 98 should 
state "canceled" rather than "previously canceled" (which is not an allowed status 
identifier). 

Further, the response is non-responsive to the last office action in light of the now 
apparent confusion with regard to the status of claim 1 9. In the latest response, it is 
indicated that claim 19 should be within the elected grouping as it "can read on the 
elected species of elastomer bonded to metal". This however is species "A1". The 
reason the examiner indicated that it was not believed to be within the elected species 
was that it was not believed to be within species "B1" which was also elected by 
applicant in the 4-21-2003 response. In fact, it seems that claim 19 is specifically 
directed to the non-elected "B2" embodiment. Clarification is therefore required of the 
status of claim 1 9 - if it is considered to be within elected species grouping "B1", 
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clarification is required of why. If it is not considered to be elected, it should be re- 
presented with the "withdrawn" status identifier.
